THE CHINWSJi JKXCL.U8ION 
ACT. 


As the supreme court of the United 


States has decided the Geary or Chi- 
nese 
exclusion act 
constitutional 


and refused a rehearing of the argu- 
ment as moved by counsel for the Six 
Companies, it is well to note some of 
the principal provisions of the law. 


The first .section, continues for ten 


years ull lawa relating to the restriction 
of Chinese immigration. 


The seoond section provides " that 


any Chinese person" or person of Chi- 
nese descent, when convicted and ad- 
judged under any of said laws to be 
not lawfully entitled to be or remain 
in the United States, shall be removed 
f r. in the United State* to China, unless 
he or they shall make it appear to the 
justice, judge or commission before 
whom he or they are tried, that he or 
they are subjects or citizens of some 
other country, in which case he or they 
shalf be removed i'rom the United 
States to such country; provided that 
in any case where buch other country 
of which such Chinese person shall 
claim to be a citizen or subject shall 
demand any tax as a condition of the 
removal of such parson to that coun- 
try, he or she shall be removed to 
China." 


The third section puts the burden of 


proof upon the Chinese arrested to 
show that he is lawfully in the United 
States. " Auy such person or person 
of Chinese descent convicted and ad- 
judged to be not lawfully entitled to 
be or remain in the United States shall 
be imprisoned at hai-cl labor for a pe- 
riod of not exceeding one year, and 
thereafter be removed from the United 
States as before provided." It also de- 
nies bail in habeas corpus cases of 
Chinese seeking to land in the United 
States. 


The sixth section relates to the reg- 


istration of Chinese and provides that 
all Chinese in the United States at the 
time of the passage of the act shall 
withiu one year apply to the collector 
of internal revenue of their respective 
districts for a certificate of residence. 
Any Chinese, who shall neglect or re- 
fuse to so register, " may be arrested 
by any United States custom official 
collector of internal revenue or his 
deputies, United States marshal or his 
deputies, and takeu before a United 
States judge, whose duty it shall be to 
order that he be deported from the 
United States as hereinbefore provided 
unless he shall clearly establish, to th 
satisfaction of said judge, that by ret 
son of accident, siclmes?, or other nn 
avoidable cause, he has been unable t 
procure his certificate." 


Other sections authorize and direc 


the secretary of the treasury to euforc 
its provisions and imposes a penalty o 
$1,000 flue, or imprisonment for a term 
not e.xceediug five years, for forging o 
altering a name upou a certificate o 
registration. 


The act is intended to exclude Chi 


n"6e laborer,-; from the United State 
ii'ii 1 a certificate of registration or proo 
that such certificate hud been issuoc 
aloue entitles such persons to remain 
iu the country and suehcertillcates in- 
to bt- tfiveu only to those who were in 
tho United States at the time of th 
passage of the act

The insolvent does not state the value 
of his assets, but alleges that on the 
4th instant he transferred a large stock 
of merchandise, outstanding debts and 
book accounts to Levi Strauss & Co. in 
trust for sdl creditors, and that the 
assignees now hold the property in 
trust.

A Bloody Highbinder Wai- Probable.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 17.—The Chron- 


icle prints an article to the effect that a 
bloody highbinders' war is about to 
break out in 
Chinatown. 
To-day 


placards were posted throughout the 
Chinese quarter offering a reward of 
$300 for the life of Gam Lee and Presi- 
dent Sam Yup, the moss influential of 
the Chinese Six Companies. The pla- 
cards created a great commotion among 
the Chinese as they were an infallible 
indication that bloodshed was to fol- 
low. 
Gam Lee immediately notified 


the police and placed himself under 
their protection and besides caused 
counter placards to be set up offering 
$500 for information leading to the dis- 
covery, arrest and conviction of his 
pursuers. 


The grievances of the highbinders 


against Gam Lee are several but his 
particular offense consisted in his ad- 
vice to all Chinamen not to register 
under the Geary act. His counsel was 
largely instrumental in preventing reg- 
istration. Now that deportation is to 
be the conseqence of their failure to 
comply with the law, and that high- 
binders and the criminal element ex- 
pect to be the first to be expelled from 
the country, they propose to hold Gam 
Lee accountable for their misfortune. 
Gam Lee has always been an active 
enemy of the lawless Chinese tongs, 
and has uniformly assisted the police 
hi breaking them up. The police say 
the highbinders who were recently 
driven out of town have returned, and 
they are confident that they are pre- 
paring for a general onslaught on the 
Sam Yup family, which, in its various 
ramifications comprises about one-half 
of the Chinese in the United States. 
Officers are making active prepara- 
tions to suppress the outbreak.

World's Fair News. 


CHICAGO, May ^17. — Three carloads of 


exhibits for the California building 
reached the fair to-day, making thus 
far a total of seventy-one cars that 
have arrived from California for the 
State exhibit, not including shipments 
by private exhibitors. 


The national commission had an 


interesting session to-day. The report 
of the committee on music calling for 
the resignation of Theodore Thomas as 
director of music was adopted by a vote 
of 39 to 19. There was a heated debate 
over the report, friends of Thomas 
making 
a strong fight for 
him. 


Whether the commission has power to 
enforce the requirements of the com- 
mittee report is a question yet to be 
decided. 


The knowledge that the Sunday 


opening question was to be discussed 
by the national commission caused 
much interest. A large bunch of tele- 
grams protesting against opening were 
laid on President Palmer's desk. A 
resolution adopted by the local direc- 
tory to revoke the Sunday closing rule 
and refund the money appropriated by 
congress was brought before the com- 
mission and after a short discussion 
referred to the judiciary committee.

Caminetti on the Chinese Question. 
WASHINGTON, May 17.—Congressman 


Caminetti of California had a short 
conference with the president this 
morning and left the White House feel- 
ing assured that it is the intention ol 
the president to see the Chinese re- 
striction act enforced. 


Caminetti denied that it would take 


anything like the sum of money here- 
tofore estimated to enforce the act, for 
the reason that those Chinese entitled 
to remain would secure certificates at 
no expense and those against whom the 
law really aimed would be frightened 
out of the country the moment an hon- 
est attempt was made to enforce it. 
Caminetti is of the opinion that what 
additional money may be needed will 
be voted at the next session of congress 
and he fears n'o repeal of the law. 


The Chinese minister, accompanied 


by an English speaking secretary of the 
legation, called at the state department 
this afternoon and had a conference 
with Secretary Gresham in regard to 
the supreme court's decision affirming 
the constitutionality of the Geary act. 
He gave no intimation whatever of his 
intention to suspend diplomatic rela- 
tions with the United States, but on the 
contrary indicated his purpose of quiet- 
ing affairs as much as possible.

Some of the Penalties They May Impose 


For Offenses and Their Foes For Pel-- 
forming tlio Marriage Ceremony—Fines 
For Vagrancy. 
During the recent discussions of In- 


dian affairs reference has been made to 
the judicial establishments on the reser- 
vations. Tho obstacles to carrying on 
there a full system of courts -will be ap- 
parent on reflecting, in the first place, 
that a large proportion of the Indians 
are among tho five civilized tribes, who 
have arrangements of their own under 
the local governments assured to them, 
and next, that among the remainder 
.there are many thousands who by tak- 
'ing allotments have become citizens and 
hare passed under the jurisdiction of tho 
states and territories where they reside. 


However, there is an esasting-isystem 


of Indian courts organized under the 
regulations of tho interior department, 
while the act of 1885 gave to the United 
States and territorial courts jurisdiction 
of crimes committed by Indians upon 
their reservations. Recently the regula- 
tions for the Indian courts proper have 
been enlarged, so as to make them more 
efficient. Among the changes ip the new 
regulations is the division of the reser- 
vations into districts, with a judge in 
each, while there is a court ip banp for 
the reservation, having a cleyk to keep 
its records. A reservation may be div- 
ided into three or more suet districts, 
following, as far as practicable, cotmly 
lines, provided that the Indian popnla- 
tions, includingmise^blpodBand WQi 
who are members of the irlb^s, shall be 
nearly equal in the districts. If there 
are no county lines, natural boundaries 
are used, so that the Indians can easily 
ascertain what districts they belong to. 


All the judges are Indians and mu* 


be men of intelligence, integrity, |food 
moral character and rnonogamipts, pref- 
erence being given to those who. "read 
and wribe English readily, wear citizens' 
dress and engage in civilized pursuits." 
They are appointed by the commissioner 
of Indian affairs for the term of oneyear, 
subject of course to earlier removal on 
proof of misconduct. Each judge must 
rosido in the district and hold court at 
least ono day in each week. 


Any Indian engaging in the sun dance, 


scalp danco or war dance, or any similai 
foast, BO called, shall be punished by 
withholding his rations for 10 days ot 
less, or by imprisonment for 10 days o_r 
loss, on the first offense, a second offense 
bringing not legs than 10 nor more than 
80 days of withholding rations, or im- 
prisonment. 


Plural or polygamous marriages here- 


after entered into receive a penalty of $20 
to $50, or hard labor for SO to 60 days, or 
both, and the forfeit of right to rations 
while continuing in such relations. Other 
immorality of like nature is punished. 
The willful destruction of property 
other Indians requires the making tip of 
its value and also 80 days' imprisonment, 
"and the plea that the person convicted 
or the owner of the property in ques 
was at the time a 'mourner,' and thai 
thereby tho taking, destroying or injur- 
ing of the property was justified by the 
customs or rites of the tribes shall no' 
bo accepted as sufficient defense." 


Intoxication and tho selling of intoxi 


cants are put on the same footing, bring 
ing a penalty of between $20 and $100 or 
imprisonment between 80 and 90 days 
The rounders of the police courts of ci 
tics who aro accustomed to the $10 or 1Q 
days of civilization might be aghas 
at the introduction of these penalties 
Among tho misdemeanors, a neglect or 
refusal to perform road duty brings a 
fine of fl.50 for every day omitted or 
imprisonment for not more than fiv 
days. 
Another noteworthy provision 


proposed in the new regulations reads as 
follows: 
"That if an Indian refuses or neglect 


to adopt habits of industry or to engagi 
in civilized pursuits or employments, bu 
habitually spends Ms time in idlenesi 
and loafing, ho shall be deemed a vagran 
and guilty of a misdemeanor, and shal 
upon tho first conviction thereof be lia 
bio to a fino of not more than $5 or tc 
imprisonment of not more than 10 days 
and for any subsequent conviction ther& 
of io a fine of not more than $10 or t 
imprisonment for not more than 80 days 
in the discretion of tho court." 


This inclusion of vagrancy among of 


fenses punishable by the courts is among 
the changes in the new regulations 
Any one who adopts the practices o 
inedicino men or the arts of the conjure: 
to prevent Indians from abandoning 
their barbarous customs is to be impris 
onccl between 10 and 30 days for the firs 
offense and not moro than six months 
for a subsequent ono. Tho deterring o 
Indians from following civilized habit 
and pursuits, or their children from at 
tending schools, is also included unde 
this regulation. 


Tho district court judges havo powe 


to solemnize marriages between Indians 
tho fee for each not exceeding §1, an 
they are to furnish certificates of sue' 
marriages. 


The Indiaxt^court In general term, com 


prising all the judges on a reservation 
sits at least once a month, and anaajorit; 
constitutes a quorum, bxrt any jvidgmen 
to bo valid must have the concurrence 0 
a majority of all the judges on the reser 
vation, and upon i\ failure of such jv ma 
jority to agree the case must be 
again at a subsequent term, It has ju 
risdiction in all appeals from the disfrric 
court and exclusive jurisdiction over al 
civil cases between Indians and in th 
administration of their estates. 


It will be seen therefore that the Indian 


courts are of no little importance, whil 
of course the federal, state and tcrr: 
torial courts also have a jurisdiction 
which need not be described in detail.— 
Washington Letter.
